Romney's Money Woes Showing 


Financial stressors 
push candidate to

The long and increasingly messy 
Republican presidential contest is 
starting to hit Mitt Romney where 
it hurts most: his wallet. 

New signs of financial stress are 
emerging in Romney’s campaign, 
which has built a wide lead in del- 
egates thanks in part to the might 
of his bank account and multistate 
operation. As rival Rick Santo- 
rum’s surprising strength keeps 
extending the nomination battle, 
Romney has scaled back expens- 
es, trimmed field staff and begun 
to count more on free media cov- 
erage. And he’s still relying on an 
allied super political action com- 
mittee to supplement his spend- 
ing on TV ads.

From Fruit Fly to Barfly 


Hitting the Sauce Science 

In the fruit fly study, University of California researchers fo- 
cused on a substance in the fly brain called NPF. They theorize 
that pleasurable activities, like having sex, boost the activity of 
brain circuits that use NPF, and that feels good. If a fly is denied 
sex, the system goes into deficit, driving the fly to seek other 
rewarding activities. Further research into NPF brain 
circuitry could shed light on the biology of alcohol 
abuse and point to treatments someday, said Troy 
Zars of the University of Missouri in Columbia, who 
didn’t participate in the new work, (ap) 



Study: Sex-deprived, 
seorned male inseets 
head for the booze 

New York 

Guys, when your sweetheart says 
“no thanks” to sex, do you knock 
back a few stiff drinks to feel bet- 
ter? Turns out fruit flies do pretty 
much the same thing. 

That’s the word from a new 
study that may explain why both 
species react that way. 

In Friday’s issue of the journal 
Science, researchers propose a bio- 
logical explanation for why “Not 
tonight, dear” may lead to “Gimme 
another beer.” If it proves true in 
people, it may lead to new medi- 
cations to fight alcoholism. 

One by one, these eager Lothar- 
ios were put into a container with a 
female that had just mated. So she 
was really, really not interested in 


doing it again anytime soon. She 
would run away. She would kick the 
male. She would stick out her egg- 
laying organ to hold him at bay. 

The male flies went through 
three hour-long sessions of this 
every day for four days. After that 
experience, rejected flies were put 
in vials and given a choice of regu- 
lar food or alcohol-laced food. They 
consistently went for the alcohol 
more than did the male flies that 


had just mated. In fact, they evi- 
dently got plastered. 

“I think it’s a pretty good bet 
that it will translate to humans,” 
said Ulrike Heberlein of the Uni- 
versity of California, San Fran- 
cisco, who led the research. If 
so, “one can say we could now 
understand why a negative expe- 
rience, such as a sexual rejection, 
could drive somebody to drink.”

Afghan leader urges 
NATO to speed up 
transfer of security 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

The U.S. campaign in Afghanistan 
suffered a double blow Thursday: 
The Taliban broke off talks with the 
U.S., and President Hamid Karzai 
said NATO should pull out of rural 
areas and speed up the transfer of 
security responsibilities to Afghan 
forces nationwide in the wake of 
the killing of 16 civilians. 

The moves represent new set- 
backs to America’s strategy for end- 
ing the 10-year-old war as support 
for the conflict is plummeting. Part 
of the U.S. exit strategy is to trans- 
fer authority gradually to Afghan 
forces. Another tack is to pull the 
Taliban into talks with the Afghan 
government, though it’s unclear 
that there has been any progress 


since January. 

Though Karzai has said that he 
wanted foreign troops to transition 
out of rural areas, the apparent call 
for an immediate exit is new. Karzai 
also said he now wants Afghan 
forces to take the lead for country- 
wide security in 2013, seemingly a 
move to push the U.S. toward an 
earlier drawdown. 

A statement released by Karzai’s 
office said that during his meeting 
with visiting U.S. Defense Secre- 
tary Leon Panetta, the president

A U.S. soldier, who has not been 
named, is suspected of going on a 
shooting rampage Sunday in villag- 
es near his rural base in southern 
Afghanistan, killing nine children 
and seven other civilians. 

Karzai told Panetta that every- 
thing must be done to prevent 
any such incidents in the future, 
including speeding up timelines 
for NATO pullbacks. 

The meeting took place a day 
after President Obama and Brit- 
ish Prime Minister David Camer- 
on said that they and their NATO 
allies were committed to shifting 
to a support role in Afghanistan in 
2013, a year earlier than scheduled.

Measure intensifies 
pressure on Tehran 
over nuclear activity 

Brussels 

Iran was largely cut off from glob- 
al commerce Thursday after the 
company that handles worldwide 
financial transactions said it was 
severing ties with many Iranian 
banks to back European Union 
sanctions against Tehran. 

The action by the Society for 
Worldwide Interbank Financial 
Telecommunication, or SWIFT, 
aims to enforce EU sanctions dis- 
couraging Tehran from develop- 
ing nuclear weapons.

Young Americans aren’t

Researchers found that, when 
surveyed decades ago, about 
a third of young baby boomers 
said it was important to become 
personally involved in programs 
to clean up the environment.

They have a reputation for being 
environmentally minded do-good- 
ers. But an academic analysis 
of surveys spanning more than 
40 years has found that today’s 
young Americans are less inter- 
ested in the environment and in 
conserving resources — and often 
less civic-minded overall — than 
their elders were when they were 
young. 

The findings go against the 
widespread belief that environ- 
mental issues have hit home with 
today’s young adults, known as 
Millennials, who have grown up 
amid climate change discussion 
and the mantra “reduce, reuse, 
recycle.” The environment is often 
listed among top concerns of young 
voters. 

“I was shocked,” said Jean 
Twenge, a psychology professor 
at San Diego State University and 
one of the study’s authors. “We 
have the perception that we’re 
getting through to people. But, at 
least compared to previous eras, 
we’re not.” 


This study, published online this 
month in the Journal of Personal- 
ity and Social Psychology, looked 
at the life goals, concern for others 
and civic orientation of three young 
generations — baby boomers, Gen 
Xers and Millennials. 

Based on two longstanding 
national surveys of high school 
seniors and college freshmen, 
Twenge and her colleagues found a 
decline, over the past four decades, 
in young people’s trust in others, 
their interest in government and 
the time they said they spent think- 
ing about social problems. 

Steepest of all was a steady 
decline in concern about the envi- 
ronment, and taking personal 
action to save it. 

Even so, those working in the 
environmental field — includ- 
ing some Millennials themselves 
— aren’t that surprised by the 
findings. 

Emily Stokes, a 20-year-old 
geography student at Western 
Washington University, grew up 
in the Pacific Northwest. 

She thinks people there are 
more likely to take environmen-

tal issues more seriously because 
of the natural beauty that sur- 
rounds them. 

“But I still find myself pretty 
frustrated a lot of the time,” Stokes 
said of her generation. 

Kelly Benoit, a 20-year-old 
political science student at North- 
eastern University in Massachu- 
setts, went as far as calling her 
peers “lazy.” 



Challenging the Trend 

When Beth Christensen, a professor who heads the environmental studies program at Adelphi University on New York’s 
Long Island, attended Rutgers University in the 1980s, it was unusual to find a fellow student who hadn’t hiked and spent 
time in the woods, she said. But a lot of young people also simply don’t spend that much time exploring “the unpaved world’’ 
nowadays, Christensen said, so one of her goals is to get her students out into marshes and beaches — and even coral reefs 
in Australia. Elsewhere, at Babson College in Massachusetts, there is student housing called the “Green Tower,’’ where 
residents focus on conserving resources — a growing housing trend on many college campuses. And at Muhlenberg College 
in Pennsylvania, students are running a biodiesel plant on campus and building “permaculture," or indefinitely sustainable, 
gardens in their backyards, (ap)

“I think it can be due to our 
upbringing. We want what we want 
when we want it,” said Benoit. 

Mark Potosnak, an environmen- 
tal science professor at DePaul Uni- 
versity in Chicago, has noticed an 
increase in skepticism — or con- 
fusion — about climate change 
among his students as the national 
debate has heightened. That leads 
to fatigue, he said. 

“It’s not so much that they don’t 
think it’s important. They’re just 
worn out,” Potosnak said. 

Twenge, the study’s lead author, 
is sometimes pegged as a critic of 
this generation because of her work 
about them. 

But, she says, the numbers 
speak for themselves. 

“I hope that young people see 
these findings as a challenge rath- 
er than a criticism,” she said, add- 
ing that the lack of interest in envi- 
ronmental issues isn’t exclusive to 
young people. 

“This is a change in overall cul- 
ture,” Twenge said, “and young peo- 
ple reflect the changes in culture.”

D.C. Candidate Wanted Jail, Got It 


Shadow Senate office 
hopeful is protesting 
lack of voting rights 

Washington 

The increasingly bizarre race for 
District Shadow Senator took a 
new turn Thursday when a leading 
candidate in the April 3 primary 
got his wish and was sentenced to 
jail. That happened after his case 
was transferred to a new judge 
when Ross’s opponent, incumbent 
Michael D. Brown, reached out to 
the old judge to try to influence 
her decison. 


Pete Ross, a local business- 
man who has put $200,000 of his 
own money into the race, received 
one day in jail and a $50 fine after 
he was arrested during a voting- 
rights demonstration on Capitol 
Hill last year. Ross has been taken 
into custody so he can spend the 
night in jail. 

While a misdemeanor charge 
of this kind usually results in a 
nominal fine, Ross pushed for the 
maximum sentence of 90 days 
to highlight the lack of D.C. vot- 
ing rights. 

Ross had drawn up plans to 
continue his campaign from jail 
through election day. 


Shadows, Explained 

D.C.’s three-member shadow 
delegation is made up of two Sena- 
tors and one representative. Al- 
though they are not recognized by 
Congress, their role is to lobby for 
the District’s statehood. They have 
offices in the John A. Wilson Build- 
ing, where the D.C. Council and May- 
or are also located, (express) 


But before his sentencing, the 
case was transferred out of Magis- 
trate Judge Elizabeth Carroll Win- 
go’s courtroom on Thursday morn- 
ing, according to the Ross campaign 


and legal observers familiar with 
the matter. 

Wingo informed the court that 
Brown, who is struggling to with- 
stand Ross’s well-financed cam- 
paign, had contacted her Wednes- 
day night. 

Observers said Wingo told the 
court Brown briefly urged her not to 
grant Ross’s wish for jail time, but 
she quickly ended the call. 

Though Wingo stressed she felt 
she could still make an impartial 
ruling, Ross’s attorneys asked that 
the case be transferred to Magistrate 
Judge Fredrick J. Sullivan, who later 
handed down Ross’s one-day sen- 
tence. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

A Shot at Redemption

Hoyas can erase their 
recent NCAA woes 
by beating Belmont 

Hoyas Hoops 

Georgetown coach John Thompson 
III doesn’t like to look to the past. If 
he did, he might be consumed this 
week with his Hoyas’ recent NCAA 
Tournament disappointments. 

Thompson needs no reminder 
that Georgetown lost in their first 
game the past two years, to upstart 
Ohio in 2010 and then to Cinderel- 
la VCU last year. He’s faced plenty 
of questions this week about those 
early exits, and his answer to all is 
simple: This team is different. 

The Hoyas get their chance to 
prove it, starting Friday against 
No. 14 seed Belmont in the second 
round of the NCAA Tournament. 

Senior guard Jason Clark cer- 
tainly hasn’t forgotten the sting 
of past Marches. “The last two 
years were a disappointment. We 
all know that,” said Clark. “We 
try to get it out of our heads, but it 
doesn’t leave your mind.” 

While the Hoyas have hit hard 
times in recent postseasons — they 
were relegated to the NIT in 2009 
and were the victims of a massive 
comeback by Stephen Curry and 
Davidson a year earlier — they are 
rich in history, thanks mostly to 
Thompson’s father, John Thompson 


Jr. The elder Thompson took the reins 
at Georgetown in 1972. Over the next 
26 years, the Hoyas won a national 
championship and lost two memo- 
rably national title games. 



Thompson Jr. left big shoes to 
fill. And while the younger Thomp- 
son didn’t take over the team 
directly from his father (Craig 
Esherick coached for five seasons), 
the expectations thrust upon the 
Hoyas each season can be traced 


to those glory years. 

If nothing else, Thompson has 
demonstrated in seven seasons at 
Georgetown just how comfortable he 
is in his own skin. The son, who has 
a Final Four trip from 2007 on his 
resume, considers his father’s lega- 
cy a blessing. The key is not looking 
backward, but making “Big John” 
part of the current story line. 

“I’m extremely lucky that he 
is, besides being my dad, a terrif- 
ic basketball resource,” Thompson 
told NBA TV this week. “He has no 
problems ... giving his opinion and 
letting you know what he thinks. 
But I embrace it. I want to know 


everything he has to say. 

“And, like most kids. I’ve got- 
ten pretty good at tuning out what 
I don’t want to listen to and taking 
everything else in.” 

Jokes aside, Thompson has 
repeatedly said this group has a 
chance to find the postseason suc- 
cess that has eluded Georgetown 
teams in recent years. 

“This group we’re going to take 
into the game on Friday didn’t play 
in any of those games,” Thompson 
said. “Some of the people did. But 
this group, as a whole, the team we

An unbridled, self-aware goofiness 
propels “21 Jump Street,” an enter- 
prise that sounded dreadful from, 
well, the jump. 

To take a 1980s television series, 
reboot it into a 21st-century bro- 
mance and cast Apatow- comedy 
alum Jonah Hill and blandly hand- 
some leading man Channing Tatum 
in the leads sounded to many like 
the final death knell for a movie 
industry that has been running 
on the fumes of remakes and baby- 
boomer nostalgia for years now

burger on the planet, 
“21 Jump Street" was one of the 
funniest, smartest films I've seen in a 
Long time. 

It’s not really a remake of the ’80s 
cop drama — instead, it’s a blended 
drink made of ’80s teen films, a 
healthy slug of snark and a winking 
knowledge that the premise of the 
movie is pretty silly. It works in the 
way “The 40-Year-OLd Virgin" worked 
(though it’s not THAT funny): The 
film isn’t about what it appears to be 
about.

creative ingenuity that “21 Jump 
Street” symbolizes is addressed 
head-on early in the film, when a 
surly police captain tells two new 
recruits that the force has resur- 
rected a defunct program from 30 
years ago that sent undercover cops 
into high schools. “It’s all about 
recycling [stuff] from the past and 
expecting everyone not to notice,” 
he explains sourly. 

The neophytes he’s screaming 
at are Schmidt (Hill) and Jenko 
(Tatum), a bumbling nerd and good- 


looking dullard, respectively, who 
were arch-opposites in their high 
school but have become best buds 
since going through the police acad- 
emy together. When they’re assigned 
to a high school to bust a drug ring 
(a scant seven years after graduat- 
ing) each seizes on the opportuni- 
ties — in Schimdt’s case, to heal 
four years of rejection, and in Jen- 
ko’s, to relive his past glory. 

It doesn’t work out that way, and 
what ensues is less a cool action 
flick reminiscent of Johnny Depp’s 
“21 Jump Street” than a role-rever- 


sal comedy full of good-natured 
jokes and sight gags, which include 
Schmidt’s pathetic attempt to imi- 
tate Eminem in the movie’s open- 
ing high school flashback and a cli- 
mactic car chase during which Hill 
is wearing a Peter Pan costume and 
Tatum is dressed as a molecule with 
pompoms stuck to his shirt. 

It’s those playful, even whole- 
some moments that stand out in 
this movie, despite the profanity 
and partying ethic that earned it 
an R rating. 

Much of the humor in “21 Jump 


Street” derives from how much has 
changed for teenagers since Schmidt 
and Jenko were in school. Suddenly, 
Jenko notes, liking comic books, veg- 
anism and tolerance are cool — and 
not reasons for punching someone 
out. “I blame ‘Glee,’” he says at one 
point. “[Forget] you, ‘Glee!’” 

“21 Jump Street” might be 
yet another product of Hol- 
lywood’s recycling program, 
but it deserves to be noticed.

Home” hews to the filmmakers’ 
spontaneous, low-fi aesthetic, even 
as they take their game up a notch 
with such name actors as Jason 
Segel, Ed Helms and Susan Saran- 
don. Like their film “Cyrus,” it’s the 
modest, mumblecore version of the 
seemingly perennial story of man- 
children in the promised land. 

Jeff (Segel), who at 30 is still liv- 
ing with his mother and doing lit- 
tle more than bong hits for a liv- 
ing, receives a phone call from his 
mom (Sarandon) asking him to go 
to Home Depot to get some wood 
glue to repair a kitchen shutter. 

That simple task sends Jeff — 
who sees the world as a theater of 
random events leading to “some 
perfect moment” — on an errand 
that results in all sorts of detours 
and digressions. A bus ride ends 
up in a basketball game; a chance 
meeting with his brother Pat (Ed 
Helms) ends up in a graveyard and 
a Hampton Inn — in Jeffs spaced- 
out mind, it’s all connected, lead- 
ing somehow to the meaning and 
purpose that have eluded him. This 
discursive day-in-some-lives gives 
audiences a contemplative, if ulti- 
mately slight, experience, ann hor- 

NADAY (TWP) 
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ACT OF VALOR (R, 105 minutes) Military 
reality and video-game fantasy shake 
hands and come out fighting in this ac- 
tion flick that stars actual Navy SEALs. 
The exercises are genuine, and so is the 
hardware. But the script undermines the 
sense of authenticity at every turn. The 
stiffness of the Navy men’s performances 
is less of a problem than the global-con- 
spiracy plot that’s about to commence. 
In Costa Rica, a CIA agent is posing as a 
doctor while observing an international 
drug and arms smuggler. Her cover is 
blown, and she’s captured and tortured. 
Soon, the SEAL team arrives for the 
rescue. Like most recent action movies, 
“Act of Valor" isfast, loud and strenuously 
over-edited. Thefilmmakerssuccessfully 
conjure a chaotic, you-are-there sensa- 
tion. Exactly what’s happening, how- 
ever, can be hard to follow, mark jenkins 
CHRONICLE (PG-13, 83 minutes) Mov- 
ies that purport to be constructed from 


found footage usually do so to cloak 
a flimsy premise. That’s not the issue 
with “Chronicle,” in which a pretty good 
idea for a sci-fi thriller is undermined by 
hastiness. The amateur cameraman is 
Andrew, a Seattle-area high-schooler 
who is bullied. Andrew’s closest thing to 
a friend is his cousin Matt. One night, the 
two attend a rave, where they encounter 
Matt’s longtime crush, later to serve as 
the movie’s damsel in distress. The guys 
wander off with Matt’s palSteve. In a de- 
velopment any superhero-origin buff will 
recognize, the boys crawl into a sinkhole 
and find a weird substance that alters 
them. They develop superpowers, and An- 
drew, the weakest of the three, becomes 
the strongest. Ultimately, “Chronicle" 
can’t finesse the essential problem of 
the found-footage genre: When faced 
with a potentially lethal threat, no- 
body’s first instinct is to hit “record." m.j. 
DR. SEUSS’ THE LORAX (PG, 86 min 
utes) Like “An Inconvenient Truth" for 
the 12-and-under crowd, “Dr. Seuss’ The 
Lorax” is a cautionary environmental tale 
with a thin veneer of entertainment on top. 
Based on Seuss’ 1971 picture book, this 
musical adaptation, in eye-popping 3-D

CGI, is undeniably less gloomy than the 
original. In the hands of co-directors Chris 
Reynaud and Kyle Baida and co-writers

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though eloquent fable has morphed into 
something unwieldy and manic. It’s si- 
multaneously silly and preachy, and with 
precious room for little fun. “Dr. Seuss’ 
The Lorax" is a movie that progressives 
can feel good about taking their kidsto, 
without actually having a good time. m.o. 
GHOSTRIDER:SPIRITOFVENGEANCE 
(PG-13, 95 minutes) A goofy, gonzo thrill 
ride of a sequel, “Vengeance" is a bad 
movie that’s almost a great bad movie. 
It’s still a profoundly silly mash-up of 
comic book and quasi-religious “proph- 
ecy" about a motorcyclist who sold his 
soul to the devil and who transforms 
into a flaming avenger hurtling out of 
hell when the need arises. But this time 
around, Nicolas Cage and everybody 
else on board are in on thejoke. (ap) 
GOOD DEEDS (PG-13, 111 minutes) “Good 
Deeds" has a few good scenes and a few 
solid messages about the importance 
of being needed in a relationship or mar- 
riage and the financial tightrope a lot of 
families are walking in this economy. 
But Tyler Perry’s such a dull dramatist 
and boring actorthatthe message isn’t 
delivered. Perry stars as Wesley Deeds, 
a San Francisco CEO who is marrying a 
stunning, shallow go-getter real estate 
agent, Natalie. Then Wesley stumbles 
into Lindsay, a struggling single mom. 
The script packs in tidbits about Wesley’s 
noble breeding and noble dreamand plugs 
for everything from social welfare servic- 
esand company-run day-care centersto 
minority contract set-asides. The result is 
an overlong, flat movie in which Perry hits 


his “women as victims” theme a bit more 
lightly, butwhich lacksan edgeand does 
nothing to keep us from guessing the end- 
ing, pretty much based on the title, (ap) 
GONE (PG-13, 94 minutes) Amanda Sey- 
fried is a manic, paranoid survivor of a 
serial killer in “Gone." She’s sure that her 
sister has been kidnapped by the same 
guy, and that she has only until sunset 
before Molly is killed. And notforonesec- 
ond doyou believeSeyfried is frightened 
for that sister. There’s nothing in the film 
or her eyes or physical demeanor that 
suggests panic, fear or desperation. Jill 
should be desperate. She wasabducted a 
year ago and escaped. No one believed her. 
The Portland copsaretired of her routine. 
They won’t lookfor her sister. Every man 
she meets is a threat. Could the “kidnap- 
per" be the creepy locksmith, the creepy 
customer in her diner, the creepy janitor, 
the creepy cop? But the movie fails to do 
much with that mystery. That makes for 
a thriller that feels sedate and slow, and 
a big payoff that feels like a cheat, (ap) 
THE GREY (R, 117 MINUTES) Within its 
first several minutes, Joe Carnahan’s 
man-against-nature thriller takes on 
contours and shadings far more sophis- 
ticated than the usual pulp programmer. 
Liam Neeson plays John Ottway, a sharp- 
shooter who works for an oil company in 
Alaska keeping gray wolves and other 
predatorsat bay. Soon Ottway and hisfel- 
low he-men are on a plane bound for civi- 
lization.

PROJECT X (R, 88 minutes) There are 
only two good jokes in “Project X," a 
thin, painfully overlong comedy about 


an out-of-control party thrown by a 
trio of high-school losers. One is the 
“story by" credit given to Michael Bacall. 
This is funny because there is, almost 
literally, no story. As for thatsecond joke, 
it comes halfway into the movie when an 
adult neighbor attempts to shut down 
the party and ends up getting Tasered 
by a 12-year-old who has been hired as a 
bouncer. That’s not the funny part — or, 
for anyone older than 21, the only truly 
satisfying moment in the film. That 
comes when the man gets up and clocks 
the snot-nosed brat in the face. m.o. 
RAMPART (R, 107 minutes) Dave Brown 
(Woody Harrelson) is a bitter, tiresomely 
self-destructive Johnny One-Note, 
so busy wallowing in his own racism, 
misogyny and substance abuse that 
he can barely make time for his equally 
passionate commitment to self-pity. That 
“Rampart" is watchable at all is due to 
Harrelson. DirectorOren Movermanand 
co-screenwriter James Ellroy throw in 
lots of colorful supporting characters 
and provocative plot twists and turns, 
but “Rampart" doesn’t tell a coherent 
story as much as swirl the drain with 
Dave, as his increasingly desperate ef- 
forts to save himself simply result in a 
cascade of self-inflicted wounds, a.h. 
SAFE HOUSE (R, 115 minutes) Denzel 
Washington has begun to carve out a 
nicheasthegrumpy or morally compro- 
mised foil to young, gravitas-seeking 
white actors. His charisma menaced 
Ethan Hawke in “Training Day" and 
taunted Chris Pine in “Unstoppable," al-

lowing both actorsto look more impres- 
sive simply by surviving the encounter. 
Entering “Safe House," Ryan Reynolds 
needs that chance to prove himself. 
Reynolds plays Matt Weston, a CIA newbie 
assigned to man a rarely used CapeTown 
facility. Every day he clocks in, checks 
the supplies and waits to see whether 
he’ll finally get something to do. And 
then he does: Amid much excitement, a 


squad of tough agents arrives to inter- 
rogate Washington’s Tobin Frost, a top 
spy who went rogue nine years ago and 
has been selling America’s secrets ever 
since. When the safe house is attacked by 
baddies bent on killing Frost, Weston es- 
capeswith him.
